$50,000,000 National Aereonautics 
Spai Administration electronics 
laboratory near Boston are having 
the result that the Town of Wil- 
mington is right in the center of 
activities, 

The Central Merrimac Groups, 
trying to get the new laboratories 
into their area, are fringing onthe 
northern edge of Wilmington, and 
the City of Woburn group is fring- 
ing on the southern part of this 
town, 

The moves are being greeted 
cautiously, but optimistically by 
Wilmington officials, who can fore- 
See a tremendous industrial surge 
for the community at large, in the 
laboratories should locate in either 
location, 

Leading the effort north of Wil- 
mington is Fred F Cain, Wilming- 
ton auto dealer, who heads a syndi- 
cate which has options on 1600 
acres of land, mostly in Tewks- 
bury, but partly in Wilmington,

Both schools have proved their worth, 
and.at the sane time both have had their 
troubles, as have other schvols in Wilming- 
ton, the Wildwood, and the High School, for 
instance. 

There was another source of friction, 
since gone, which contended that a "circu- 
lar" school was a gocd structure in which 
to teach children.

they proposed to save money for 
the town, The vote, however, was 
put off until a later Town Meeting, 
perhaps in April, 

The new school, if it is built, 
will be on Woburn Street, but part 
of the school site will be on what 
lis now High Street, since the re- 
!naming of the streets in Wilming- 
ton, 

The land is now the property of 
a Dr. Hall, of Reading, It was, 
‘Some years ago, the home of Tho- 
mas T Sidelinker, father of Sgt. 
Sidelinker of the Wilmington Police 
The Sidelinker home, not now oc- 
cupied, has a distinguished ap-

His purchase was made at about 
the time that the Woburn Street 
Site was decided as a school site, 
the town’s officials, as he has 
bought land across which apedway 
was planned, and asa result of 
the purchase the Selectmen delayed 
taking land by eminent domain, as 
they were instructed to by the Town 
Meeting in January. 

The Pedway had been planned to 
connect the end of Linda Road with 
the school site, and to go over far 
enough towards Marcia Road (off 
North Street) so that that street 
too would be included. 

Mr De Carolis is proposing to 
give land to the town, as a part of 
@ subdivision he is planning, 

He would extend Marcia Road to 
the Morris Pond, near High Street, 
and thus have 25 house lots avail- 
able for building. 

The Wilmington Planning (Board 
frowns on this, for there is no 
entrance or exit other than North 
Street, and as a result De Carolis 
has bought a right of way offLinda 
Road, and proposed to makea road

This too, is having difficulties, 
as the right of way is forty feet 
wide, and the Planning Board wants 
fifty feet. 

If the De Carolis plans are ac- 
cepted it might be that there will 
be no pedway, other than one from 
the extension of Marcia Road on 
to. the school site, for the Carolyn 
Road extension, with sidewalks, 
could take the place of the proposed 


Historically, just adjacent to the 
Proposed school site is the site of 
the only Indian Massacre ever to 
take place within the bounds of 
Wilmington, -- the Harnden Mass- 
acre, in 1706, 

Richard Harnden, the first white 
Settler in what is now North Wil- 
mington, built a home, about 1665 
on the site of the home of A T Nor 
ton, on High Street. The land at 
that time was a part of Reading, 
Seven years after Harnden built 
his home Woburn Street and part 
of what is now High Street was 
laid out as the Boston-Andover 
Road, a name by which it is still 
referred to, in some deeds.

Benjamin accidently killedan In- 
dian Squaw, about 1704, near the 
Present site of the Marion Murphy 
Teal estate office, in South Wil- 
mington, and the French of Canada 
incited the Canadian Indians to re- 
venge during Queen Anne’s War, 
So-called, 

Benjamin was probably living in 
his father’s house, but the 
in the dark, found the wrong home, 
a hundred yardsor so to the south 
of Benjamin’s home, and, tearing 
a whole through the roof, entered 
and killed Mrs Harnden and several 
children. 

The Deacon wa not home that 
night, he was at church, Abigail, 
the girl of the family, took several 
of the smaller children and escaped 
to hide behind a large rock, ever 
Since known as Indian Rock (site 
D in the sketch), where they were 
discovered by the Indians, 

Abigail was thrown into Morris 
Pond (at the end of the proposed 
extension for Marcia Road), and 
the smaller children were kidnap- 
ped, but recovered the next morn- 
ing, by the aroused settlers, 

Abigail gew up to marry a man 
whose mother had been put todeath 
as a Salem witch, and after his 
death she married Daniel Eames, 
and lived in the red farm house on 
Woburn Street, opposite Wildwood 
Street. Nearly every person who is 
named Eames, in the United States 
today, is probably a descendant of 
Abigail Harnden, 

Her son John, a Selectman of 
Wilmington in the 1750’s, inheri- 
ted the ‘Massacre House’ and put 
in therea family of French Neutrals 
who were quartered in Wilmington 
by the Colonial Government, 

The site of the Massacre could 
be seen a few years ago, by the 
old cellar holé, but it now seems to 
have been filled in, 

It was about 15 or 20 feet from 
the stone wall, near the corner of 
the Sidelinker estate, but on the 
other side of the wall, The old 
Harnden Well, some 60 or 70 feet 
distant, is still in existance.
